List  of  labeled  contents,  plant¬ 
ing  instructions  and  report  card  go  with  each  shipment.  State  or  Federal  inspection 
certificate  assures  freedom  from  disease  and  pests.  Prices  include  delivery,  no 
added  shipping  cost.  Send  proper  amount  by  check  or  money  order.  No  C.O.D,  shipments. 


Planting  and  care:  Early  April  is  best  in  most  states,  first  half  of  May  is  safe, 
later  vj-ith  special  care  in  hot  spells  after  new  grovrth  has  started.  Shading  is  help¬ 
ful,  Removal  of  half  leaf  surface  by  pruning  aids  root  growth.  Pack  soil  firmly  but 
water  lightly  unless  soil  is  well  drained.  Stir  surface  during  summer.  Light  fall 
mulch  is  good.  The  secret  of  success  is  to  have  thrifty  well-rooted  plants  kept 
moist  until  planted,  and  set  in  proper  soil  before  growth  starts.  Vie  have  reserve 
stock  for  late  orders,  held  back  by  cool  northern  exposure. 


Soil  requirements t  Most  of  these  native  plants  after  starting  thrive  in  ordinary 
soil  without  care.  Many  prefer  light  porous  soil  and  full  sunshine,  A  few  need 
moist  shade,  and  these  welcome  rotted  leaves  or  peat  to  make  the  soil  slightly  acid. 
Heavy  soil  may  be  lightened  with  sand  or  humus.  Most  of  these  Western  plants  grovr 
on  poor  porous  ground  that  is  dry  much  of  the  year.  Avoid  over -rich  soil.  Good 
drainage  is  most  essential  of  all.  Protect  roots  and  crovms  from  excess  moisture  in 
cold  wet  weather.

53  -  Pentstemon  fruticosus ,  described  in  Group  I  as  a  near— evergreen  ground  cover,  is 
admirable  in  rock-garden  or  flower  garden.  Its  blue-purple  flowers  make  strik¬ 
ing  masses  of  color  in  late  spring  and  early  summer, 

9  -  Richardson  pentstemon.  Very  effective  when  draped  over  rocks  or  hanging  from 
crevices.  Graceful  ascending  tv/o-foot  stems  ¥;-ith  handsome  notched  gray-green 
foliage,  showy  rose-red  funnel-form  flowers  continuing  through  late  summer. 
Thrives  in  part  shade  and  fairly  moist  soil.  Two-year  plants,  limited  number

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MOUNTAIN  MYRTLE  (Pacliistima  myrsi- 
nites)  is  an  upright  bushy  two-foot  evergreen 
with  small  oval  leaves  feathering  slender 
branches  much  used  in  the  West  for  florists’ 
greens.  With  pruning  it  forms  a  dense  hox- 
wood-like  top,  hut  is  not  attacked  by  scale  or 
other  pests.  Its  deep-green  foliage  is  un¬ 
touched  by  summer  heat  or  sub-zero  cold. 
Thriving  in  any  soil,  beneath  trees  or  in  full 
sun,  this  cheerful  truly  hardy  evergreen  of 
the  Northwest  is  highly  1*ecommended  for 
shady  bank,  foreground  border,  or  in  the  rock 
garden.  Such  a  versatile  low  shrub  merits 
wide  planting  in  the  East,  where  it  is  almost 
unknown. 

We  have  finely-rooted  two-year  cultivated 
clumps  8  inches  tall;  a  few  12-inch  specimens 
for  quick  foliage. 


OREGON  GRAPE  (Mahonia  aquifolium). 
This  handsome  heavy-leafed  three-foot  ever¬ 
green,  termed  by  authorities  “the  most  beau¬ 
tiful  Western  shrub”  has  triple  merits  of 
showy  flowers  and  fruit  and  distinctive  year- 
round  foliage.  Large  spiny  compound  leaves 
glossy  green  through  summer,  turning  to  rich 
bronze  and  scarlet  hues  through  fall  and  win¬ 
ter,  make  it  aptly  called  Northern  Holly. 
Bright  yellow  flowers  in  early  spring  are  fol¬ 
lowed  by  clusters  of  frosted  dark-blue  grape¬ 
like  berries.  Glorious  in  its  deep-colored  win¬ 
ter  dress,  it  brings  welcome  cheer  to  an  other¬ 
wise  sober  landscape.  At  home  in  the  shade, 
it  thrives  in  sunny  spots  and  among  taller 
shrubs,  making  a  pleasing  accent  with  other 
evergreens.  It  is  fine  for  massing  or  single 
specimen.  It  is  hardy  through  severe  western 
winters.  A  single  wild  roadside  plant  is  shown 
on  cover. 

For  very  exposed  places  we  recommend  a 
lower-growing  type  Mahonia  repens,  with  less 
glossy  bluish-green  leaves  that  take  on  brilli¬ 
ant  coloring  hut  are  very  seldom  scorched  by 
winter  sun.  Spreading  freely  by  underground 
shoots,  this  makes  an  excellent  compact  ground 
cover  beneath  trees. 

We  have  a  fair  supply  of  each  type,  sturdy 
well-rooted  two-year  cultivated  plants  10  to 
12  inches  tall,  that  should  thrive  in  any  well- 
drained  soil.  State  your  preference,  or  let  us 
he  guided  by  climate. 


KINNI-KINNICK  (Bearberry)  is  a  trailing 
evergreen  only  a  few  inches  high  with  small 
bright  green  leathery  leaves,  fine  beneath 
trees  and  shrubs  or  draped  over  sandy  hanks 
and  rocks.  From  the  central  root  it  forms  an 
ever-widening  green  carpet  inlaid  in  early 
spring  with  waxy  pink  flowers  and  in  winter 
with  bright  red  berries.  Once  established  it 
thrives  in  both  shade  and  sun,  and  makes  a 
fine  rock  garden  plant.  Its  common  use  is 
limited  by  lack  of  young  plants  and  a  mis¬ 
taken  notion  that  it  needs  acid  soil.  Tapes¬ 
tries  20  feet  across  thrive  in  neutral  or  alka¬ 
line  soil  in  the  west.  With  us  young  plants 
do  well  in  open  ordinary  soil.  Roadside  speci¬ 
men  is  shown  below. 

Our  sturdy  two-year  cultivated  plants  with 
6  to  12  inch  runners  are  easily  replanted  and 
grow  vigorously. 


REMEMBER:  Broad  leafed  evergreens 
grow  slowly,  hut  their  spread  and  beauty  in¬ 
crease  for  many  years.  Expect  little  top 
growth  till  roots  are  well  established.  The 
earlier  you  plant,  the  better  the  growth. 

Shipments  are  safely  made  anywhere  in  the 
United  States  by  mail  or  express.  Personal 
attention  assures  careful  selection  and  pack¬ 
ing.  Packed  in  damp  moss,  plants  arrive 
sound  and  fresh  for  replanting.  Instructions 
for  planting  accompany  each  shipment.

([nested.  Healthy  plants  free  from  disease 
and  pests  are  assured  by  State  and  U.  S.  In¬ 
spection. 


OCEAN  SPRAY  (Holodiscus  discolor) .  One 
of  the  Northwest’s  most  l)eautiful  natives,  this 
large  free-flowering  shruh  with  branches  arch¬ 
ing  to  8  feet  is  clad  with  soft  green  leaves 
hidden  in  June  by  drooping  feathery  panicles 
of  creamy  white  flowers  that  are  -a  delight  to 
any  flower  lover.  Gradually  turning  to  a  pleas¬ 
ing  tan  color,  the  plumes  remain  attractive 
through  fall  and  winter.  It  is  very  effective 
in  the  tall  border  or  as  a  single  lawn  speci¬ 
men.  A  robust  rapid  grower,  it  seems  happy 
in  any  well-drained  soil  where  it  can  reach 
the  sunlight.  Garden  bloom  appears  on  front 
cover.  This  Northwestern  shruh  will  delight 
Eastern  gardeners. 

We  have  a  limited  supply  of  well-rooted 
cultivated  two-foot  plants,  easily  replanted; 
should  bloom  next  year,  maybe  this. 


ROSE  SPIRE  A  (S.  Douglasii ) .  A  very  hand¬ 
some  shruh  for  the  background,  this  Western 
spirea  with  luxuriant  light-green  leaves  on 
red-brown  branches  is  valuable  for  foliage  as 
well  as  flowers.  Deep  rose  blooms  borne  on 
the  new  growth  in  upright  pyramidal  spikes 
4  to  8  inches  long  relieve  the  midsummer  lack 
of  color  with  abundant  masses  that  when 
pruned  persist  till  frost.  In  moist  spots  it 
forms  compact  clumps  five  feet  tall;  in  dry 
soil  it  thrives  surprisingly  as  a  lower  free- 
l)looming  shruh.  Spreading  by  basal  shoots 
that  are  easily  controlled,  many  strong  roots 
make  it  thrive  in  almost  any  soil  or  location. 
This  fine  spirea  appears  best  in  rugged  por¬ 
tions  of  the  garden  or  in  large  borders. 

Our  supply  of  two-foot  garden-grown  plants 
will  grow  rapidly,  should  bloom  the  first  sea¬ 
son. 

Other  Fine  IVestern  Natives  —  several  of 
them — are  now  growing  for  future  planting.

Between  the  Rockies  and  Pacific  Coast  grow 
many  beautiful  native  shrubs,  where  mingling 
of  species  of  Coast  and  Interior  has  produced 
types  inured  to  hot  dry  summers  and  severe 
winters.  Some  of  the  finest  ornamentals  in 
the  United  States  grow  wild  in  this  region. 

Wider  use  of  Broad  Leafed  Evergreens  is 
limited  by  lack  of  truly  hardy  types  and  diffi¬ 
culty  in  establishing  plants.  Our  special  cul¬ 
ture  of  Western  Natives  removes  these  limits. 
Taken  from  wild  beds  while  dormant  and 
given  extended  dry-garden  culture,  young 
plants  grow  vigorous  roots  and  sturdy  tops. 
This  slow  method  fits  them  for  shipment  and 
replanting  under  hard  conditions  where  tend¬ 
er  plants  will  not  grow,  and  where  moist-cli¬ 
mate  types  like  rhododendron  dry  up  or  , 
winter-kill. 

It  has  taken  three  years  to  prove  this  new 
venture  sound  and  practical  Now  you  may 
confidently  plant  these  fine  ornamentals  for  a 
trifle  of  our  expense.  Our  plants  have  medium 
size  tops  with  fine  roots.  Larger  tops  are  hard 
to  establish,  but  they  come  quickly  from 
vigorous  roots.  Though  unable  to  guarantee 
growth,  we  do  assure  sturdy  well-rooted  plants 
that  should  thrive  with  common  garden  care. 

Our  deliberately  slow  method  limits  the  pres¬ 
ent  available  stock.  Other  native  western 
shrubs  and  trees  are  now  under  propagation 
for  the  future. 

These  five  thornless  ornamentals  harmon¬ 
ize  with  one  another,  and  blend  with  other 
shrubs  and  evergreens.  The  graceful  green 
Mountain  Myrtle  sets  off  the  rugged  foliage  of 
Oregon  Grape,  while  a  perpetual  carpet  of 
Kinni-kinnick  rounds  out  the  evergreen  pic¬ 
ture.  In  summer  dress  of  luxuriant  green, 
cream-white  plumes  of  Ocean  Spray  and  rose-  i 
colored  spikes  of  Spirea  give  the  taller  land¬ 
scape  distinctive  bloom  and  beauty  from  June  ■ 
till  frost.  All  these  shrubs  thrive  in  shade  \ 
and  sunlight,  and  none  is  exacting  as  to  soil, 
location  or  care.  Many  a  modest  garden  and 
large  estate  may  he  brightened  and  beautified 
by  these  hardy  western  natives.
